No one disputes the need of the j 


bridge at Ostnen Ferry and a free 
bridge to Coronado beach, but before 
any bonds are voted for the purchase 
of the present New Smyrna-Coronado 
toll bridge the physical condition of 
the structure should be looked into. 


The committee appointed by 
the j 


coanty commissioners to work in con-1 
junction with the bridge engineer of 
the 
state 
road 
department recom- 


mended that $12.000 be paid for the 
roadway approaches 
to the bridge 


,nd recommended the construction of 
an entirely new bridge, as this com- 
mittee found the bridge in such a 
state of decay that unless wholly re- 
placed with a new structure the pur- 
chase of the roadway would be ot no 
value, as any repairs whatever would 
render the bridge only temporarily 
safe and such repairs could make the 
bridge safe for only a limited traffic, 
in both number and weight or ve- 
hicles. 


1 would suggest that before any- 


thing is done that would bind the 
taxpayers to sufh a purchase, a sur- 
vey be made of the river to determine 
if a more suitable location can be 
found which would be the better for 
all concerned. The center of popula- 
tion of New Smyrna and environs is 
to the south of the present land ap- 
proach to the now existing bridge, 
and there are locations to the south, 
nearer thr coutur of the city, at which 
a bridge and roadway could be built. I

Fearing that China was not to be 


protected from the aggression of other 


; nations by the Peace Treaty, as she 


• had expected to be, some 20,000 stu- 
dent!, all of them between the ages of 
twelve and twenty-one years and In- 
cluding 8,000 girls organized them- 
lelyes Into the Chinese Students' Pa- 


; trietlc Society Immediately after the 


, publication of the first draft of the 


Peace Treaty to fight for Chinese 
rights. 


Their first move was to strike from 


school or, rather, from lectures, as 
they remained 
In their respective 


schools and spent so many hours dally 
la prlTnte study. They then organized 
Into bands for getting out propaganda 
literature and for public speaking In 
the country and small towns and In the 
tea shops In poorer districts of the 
cities In order that they might reach 
the vast numbers of people who could 
mot read. 


Immediately upon organizing, the 


students published their demands, four 
In number: (1) that the militarists, 
who as a party were pro-Japanese and 
practically controlled the Government 
at Peking, be pnt out of office; (2) that 
Shantung be returned to China; (3) 
that the twenty-one demands made by 
Japan In 1915 be cancelled; (4) that 
there be freedom of speech and of the 
press. 
They also Insisted that the 


Chinese constitution be finished. 


An Immense amount of literature 


was pnt out, much of It In the sew 
phonetic script which Is being launch- 
ed la China, se that the uneducated 
classes might learn what was happen- 
lag. 
Students lecture* everywhere on 


tli* demand*, stirring the people to pa- 
triotism. When many of them were 
arretted while parading In the street* 
»f Feting they formed an Association 
•f Imprisoned 
Students within the 


prison tod refuted t» ee released, pick- 
eting the stockade themselves when 
Government guards were taken away, 
until the Government submitted a 
proper apology for having Imprisoned 
them In the beginning. 


When It became evident that eco- 


nomic pressure was all that would be 
effective both the bankers' and mer- 
chants' guilds were called upon to back 
the students. 
"In less than two 


hoars," Miss Smith said, "the shutters 
were up at every shop In that great 
city of Shanghai, where telephones are 
few 
and 
communication 
difficult 


Brery shop, whether large or small, 
was closed. The laboring people, feel- 
Ing as patriotic as the bankers, mer- 
chants and students, also joined the 
general strike. For a week everything 
was closed—(heps, money exchanges, 
tsh 
markets, shipping, everything. 


The ttidents straggled to keep public 
BtUltles runtng. The telephone serv- 
ice WM stopped f»r a short time, knt 
the ttvdenti toon had U finning again. 
Oney held meetltgs day and night, try-

lag to keep the railroad employes* at 
their post* and explaining that it was 
patriotism for them and for water 
works and elecrlc light employees to 
continue to work. At th» end of that 
week the student* bad won the first 
point and the militarist* were oat of 
power." 


When suffrage In any form finally 


conies to China Miss Smith feels that 
It will be granted to both OMB and wo- 
men because of the way women are 
helping to build things up now. Wom- 
en students took an active part in all 
of this bloodless revolution. They had 
their places on all at the councils. 
Their part of the work was to trans- 
late much of the literature Into phonet- 
ic script and when a boycott was de- 
clared on Japanese goods to begin pro- 
duction of goods In China. 


"All of the students threw sway 


their straw hat*—purely Japanese 
products—at the beginning of their 
movement, and the women students 
set about making white dock hats, 
which were called patriotic hats and 
Immediately 
became 
very 
popular. 


Then they began devoting themselves 
to the making of parasols and of tal- 
cum powder. 
Some of them paraded 


but none was arrested. 


"China Is the last country In the 


world to fear class feeling and antipa- 
thy, which seems to be gripping the 
rest of the world," Miss Smith says. 
"In China there is a wonderful social 
solidarity. People get together, not so 
much by localities, but by trades aid 
professions. Every one belongs to a 
guild, anti these guilds are wonderfully 
organized, as the Chinese have a 
genius 
for 
organization. 
Despite 


poor lines of communication, lack of 
railroads and telephones, these guilds 
hold closely together. Yet their organ- 
isation has nothing to do with-caste. 


"With a leadership as highly organ- 


lied it that of the indent* a great 
amount can be done. Leading men of 
China Internet the student movement 
as very significant—the forming of a 
new national party. It is the duty of 
all Christian organization* to China to 
give these students, who are new the 
leaders of the Government, every pos- 
sible bit of aid and Inspiration, a* they 
need more than human help to bring 
China out of her difficulties successful- 
ly. The T. W. C. A. Is doing what It 
can to help the women students. All 
of these students have given «p their 
vacations 
and 
are working 
hard 


throughout the summer." 


Mies Smith has seen China change, 


within ten years, from one of the old- 
est and most rigid monarchies of th« 
world Into a republic. 
She saw the 


first republican flags go up and feel! 
that China has accomplished a great 
deal, fighting all the time as she has, 
against the great odds «f Japanese and 
European aggression in addition to the 
old monarchist^ party. Qlvn time, 
Chiat will become one «f the great re- 
pibllci of the world, ike says.

DOESN'T FAVOR THE 


PURCHASE OF BRIDGE 


Editor New Smyrna News: 


The petitions now being circulated 


to call for a bond issue in district 
No. 5 to build a bridge at Osteen Fer- 
rey and to buy the present New Smyr- 
na-Coronado loll bridge is an effort 
to unload on the taxpayers a con- 
demned bridge, at the same time giv- j 
ing them the much needed bridge at I 
Ostoen Ferry.

.\'o one disputes the need of the j 


bridge at Ostoen Ferry and a free 
bridge to Coronado beaoli, but before 
any bonds are voted for tiie purchase 
of the present New Smyrna-Coronado 
toll bridge the physical condition of 
the structure should be looked into. 
| 


The committee appointed by the I 


coanty commissioners to work in con- 
junction \rit!i the Bridge engineer of 
the 
state 
road 
department recom- 


mended that $12.000 be paid for the 
roadway approaches 
to the bridge 


and recommended the construction of 
an entirely new bridge, as this com- 
mittee found the bridge in such a 
state of decay that unless wholly re- 
placed with a new structure the pur- 
chase of the roadway would be of no 
value, as any repairs whatever would 
render the bridge only temporarily 
safe and such repairs could make the j 
bridge safe for only a limited traffic, 
in both number and weight of ve- 
hicles. 


1 would suggest that before any- 


thing is done that would bind the 
taxpayers to such a purchase, a sur- 
vey be made of the river to determine 
if a more suitable location can be 
found which would be the better for 
all com-erned. The ce'nter of popula- 
tion of Xew Smyrna and environs is 
to the south of the present land ap- 
proach to the now existing bridge, 
and there are locations to the south, 
ncarc-r thr i-™tur of the city, at which 


I a bridge and roadway could be built. 


J and whk-h would piucu tlio district in 
a better position !<> ask aid from the 
state. 
It would also make a shorter 


fill for the approaches and the open- 
ings needed would not exceed one 
thousand feet. 


Common sense alone should govern 


in this bridge question; 
with 
the 


thought of the future development of 
our city it would be better for the 
district to pay more and build a 
bridge and roadway in a less exposed 
position as to storms and with less 
obstruction to navigation, and shorten 
the distance to our splendid beach by 
one-half mile. 


It is my understanding that the 


state bridge- engineer condemned the 
present toll bridge, and has stated 
that any repairs to the existing struc- 
ture could be considered as only tem- 
porary; that when it was agreed to 
permit the bridge to be opened after 
his inspection, it was only to be open- 
ed after certain repairs were made 
and it was with the view of \ccom- 
modating the public that such agrte- 
ment was made, as any repairs could 
render the bridge only temporarily 
safe and for limited traffic. 
[ 


Before any steps are taken towards ! 


the purchase of this bridge, the mat- j 
ter should be taken up with the state 
road department to ascertain if there 
is not a possibility of securing state 
aid at the present time or in the near 
future. 


A careful 
survey and considera- 


tion of locations should be made be- 
fore paying 520,000 for a roadway 
and 
bridge that 
was appraised at 


$12,000 by the aforementioned com- 
mittee as being the value of the road- ] 
way, 
while the bridge was considered j 


a liability and a source of danger to i 
the public.

Christian love and brotherhood if we 
decline in our abundance to carry 
some substantial pledge of our love 
and compassion. Mothers will not b« 
able to stay the crying of their little 
ones to hear ui preach if we decline 
tc practice the gospel of compassion 
and feed these little one« and build 
fires at which they can during the com- 
ing winter warm their frosted toes.
